The huga 
which were hrotight here ara la a 
highly oraate atale. loma eaaalng 
artist of YttcaUa hak painted ahlelda 
In the Meslcaa national loltira on the 
rear platee orer Iheir bodlao. nn<1 
Mghly colored bunrhee of flowm on 
the front platea, and haa gIMed their 
long, doahlcd-up lega. Kittle gold 
chains are atUehed to the middle «f 
the rear plate, which la the larger or 
each bug's body, hy which his bugaKIp 
can be lifted up or led around. Une of 
the bilge was preaented lo Prealdent 
Dial, one to a Meitcan lady and the 
other to aa Amerlcaa lady. Tbey are 
pel* In the literal aenae of the woid. 
The Amerleaa lady'a bug la receiving 
all klada of aallcltioaa attention end 
seems lo like It. Ac effort will b« 
made to teach him aome tricks. Ills 
habits and maaaers are being closely 
watched. He lores the atinshine, hav- 
ing been raised In the hoe country, 
and when he Is lifted b> Uls gold rhain 
and dnipped la ih''> ft li fclare of tbe 
aan. with the cork of a bee: txittle In 
front o( him lo muach, he seenw to i>- 
aupreawly happy.
